'cached a critical stage when W . S. 
Carter, president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firem en and Engine- 
men, formally notified the railroads 
that if the entire controversy was not 
submitted to arbitration a strike would 
be inevitable. 
Mr. Carter’s letter of 
notification 
was endorsed 
by the 
brotherhood’s 
committee, which represents tile fire­ 
men on about forty-four railroads west, 
northwest and southwest of Chicago. 
The letter was sent to W . C. Nixon, 
general manager of tile St. Ixmis and 
San Francisco railroad, who is chair 
man of 
the railroad 
general 
man­ 
agers' committee. 
The letter follows: 
"D ear S ir— Your letter of March 13, 
wherein iou state that tilt' managers’ 
committee declines 
to 
further con­ 
sider matters in controversy, has been 
received and in reply our committee 
instructs me to say: 
" If there is to be a great railw ay 
strike tile responsibility must and will 
rest upon tile managers’ committee. I 
That there may be no misunderstand­ 
ing concerning this responsibility our J 
committee hereby proposes the sub­ 
mission of all matters in dispute to 
an adjustment by arbitration. 
“ The 
public 
has 
been 
informed, 
through the press, that matters in 
controversy cannot be arbitrated be­ 
cause they involve the authority of 
railw ay officials and the discipline of 
employes. 
This statement our com­ 
mittee em phatically denies. 
"T h e officials of many railroads reje 
resonted by the managers’ committee 
do not hesitate to confess the gross 
injustice perpetrated 
under 
present 
practices. 
"O ur committee directs me to re­ 
quest 
the 
managers’ 
committee, 
through you. if this proposition 
to 
arbitrate is not accepted by the man­ 
agers' committee, that you notify us 
at your earliest convenience.” 


Not Open to Arbitration. 


The railroads previously announced 
their willingness to arbitrate the in­ 
creased wage demand, which the fire- j

The prisoner is rich. 
He has a 
fortune in cash on deposit in the U. 
S., but the certificate of deposit is 
concealed in a secret receptacle of his 
valise: 
the 
valise 
iteslf 
has 
been 
taken possession of by the court at 
Carthagena, 
w hich 
tried 
and con­ 
demned him, and w ill he held until 
the prisoner <• his representative 
has satisfied the costs of the trial. I 
The prisoner has an only daughter;

political history, there passed the last 
of the old time party bosses. Few men 
so nearly approached greatness with 
out really becoming great. 
A great 
student of detail and an organizer of 
unmistakable genius, Mr. Platt attain­ 
ed a prominence and influence that 
few men contemporaneous with hi 
time ever realized. 
At the height of his career st dozen. 
or more years ago he made presidents 
or at least contributed more than any 
other man In la itie s to the Achieve­ 
ment. Ile selected candidates for gov­ 
ernor aud minor federal and stat.* 
otlices and dispensed patronage with 
the profligacy of a sovereign. 
Yet at 
the end he could not command lit 
Alienee enough to secure the appoint 
ment of a clerk. 
A more chronological history of tin- 
life of P latt would encompass every 
phase of political life from the organ­ 
ization of a convention in nu obscure 
country town to a battle royal with 
presidents of his country.

political I m i s s in the United States 
Honored, respected, autocratic and r< 
sourceful, Ii is orders were obeyed with 
out question, his counsel sought and 
accepted by the most powerful Olin i ii 
and financiers in this land. 
With tin 
rising of the star of Roosevelt begat 
the eclipse of Mr. Platt as the I 
Ile hod shunted Roosevelt into tin* vice 
presidency of RRR) to get him away 
from the governor’s otliee. where Im 
had become troublesome to corpore 
thins and bosses. 
The death of President McKinley 
took R oosevelt to tilt* White House 
From that moment the decrease In the 
power of Platt began. 
Roosevelt im 
mediately inaugurated ids scheme for 
reorganizing the party machinery in 
New York. 
Mr. Platt's requests ate. 
com m an ds were ignored, and during 
the last three years of Roosevelt's term 
he and Platt were not on speaking 
| terms. 


“Well, Roosevelt Is Going Too.” 
One of the pathetic incidents of Mr 
; Platt's life occurred a year ago on 
Thursday, Mardi 3. w hen he sat muf­ 
fled up in the alcove of a window of 
the capitol tit Washington aud witness­ 
ed the departure of the retiring pres! 
I dent through the snow bound streets 
I Plait was finishing his public life the 
: same day. 
As lie saw Roosevelt rid * 
away surrounded by ".Odd mon wad I a 
ankle deep in the slush he s tiled grim­ 
ly and said- “ Well, he's going too 
That's something. 
I will never come 
back, nor will lie.” 
Mr. Platt made a business of poli 
tics. 
There was little if any senti 


ment in his promotion of men and 
measures. 
He turned men away with 
little ceremony unless lie believed they 
could add to his own prestige, yet he 
always remained friendly with them 
aud usually kept his word once it was 
given. 
He was a man of few words 
and was not particularly interesting as 
a companion unless tie wanted to be. 
He 
was 
a 
most 
eloquent 
listener. 
When he reached a decision he gave 
It rapidly aud with finality, lie watch­ 
ed the trend of public sentiment with 
the vigilance of a hawk. 
It was at Owego. In Tioga county, 
N. Y.. that Mr. Platt was born seven­ 


ty-six years ago July 15 last. 
He went 
Into the drug business and married 
when twenty his cousin, Ellen L. Bar­ 
stow. 
She was the one “boss” that the 
old time “easy boss.” as he was called, 
ever feared and respected 
While she 
lived her distinguished husband steer­ 
ed clear of the domestic breakers that 
afterw ard caused him so much trouble 
and 
his relatives deep 
humiliation. 
Mrs. Platt was a woman of almost tis 
much force ami character as her hus­ 
band. 
She knew how to handle him 
arid was almost as good a politician. 
With her Mr. 
Platt embarked in 
business and politics In the early days 
of the Republican party. His first vote 
was for Fremont and Dayton. He east 
his fortunes with the Republican party 
then and never wavered In his allegi­ 
ance. 
Ills first public office was in 
1872, when he was elected to congress. 
He was re-elected In 1874. 
Ile was 
never 
conspicuous 
for 
any 
great 
achievement as a legislator, but be­ 
came intimate with Conkling anil be­ 
gan to exercise influence In the polities 
of the state 


The Quarrel With Hayes. 
n e and Conkling quarreled with 
President Hayes over patronage, and 
at the next state convention Mr. Platt, 
as chairman, denounced the president. 
Coing to New York city in ls7l>, lie 
(Platt) became secretary and treasur­ 
er of the United States Express com­ 
pany and a few years later its presi­ 
dent, an office hi* held until death. He 
moved to New York and took an ac­ 
tive hand in politics, becoming a “stal­ 
wart." 
as 
opposed 
to 
tile 
"half 
breeds." who were led by W. II. Rob­ 
ertson. William M. Evarts, Cornelius 
N. Bliss and Elilni Root. 
In ISSI Mr. Piatt had achieved such 
groat Influence he was elected to the 
United States senate aud became the 
associate of Conkling. H e served only 
a few months when Conkling had a 
row with President Garfield over the 
appointment of Mr. Robertson as col­ 
lector of customs at New York. Conk­ 
ling told him he Intended to resign. 
“Me.

said Platt, and

Platt.” 
Seeking re-election with Conkling, 
both were defeated after a long ses­ 
sion. during which there were many 
scandals, 
lb* took his defeat with the 
stolidity of a philosopher and imme­ 
diately turned his attention to busi­ 
ness.

fortune and appeared to forget poli­ 
tics.

Ile forced W arner Miller to accept 
the nomination for tile governorship 
and made no concealment of his activ­ 
ity in accomplishing Hie defeat of ids 
party candidate by Governor Hill as 
a rebuke to the pretension of Miller, 
who. with Judge Latham, had suc­ 
ceeded him and Conkling in tin* sett- 
Thc opposition of Miller wits also 
risible for President Harrison's 
id to appoint Mr. Plait secretary 
of the treatury. I hiring tile early nine­ 
ties Mr. Platt was occupied iii build­ 
ing up the state machine he dominated 
for ninny years afterward. 


Back in the Senate. 
In ISO; he was in full power, 
and Quay undertook to prevent 
nomination of McKinley, but the sn 
porior generalship of Mark Hanna de­ 
feated them. 
Hue thing Mr. Platt a- 
com pl is lied was to compel Hit* inset* 
Hon of the “gold plank" in the plat­ 
form adopted by the convention.

year following he was elected to the 
senate. 
Ile was re-elected six years 
later. 
Ile made no objection to Uh* 
appointment of Elilni Root and Corne­ 
lius N. Bliss, his old time enemies, to 
the cabinet and devoted himself to 
the maintenance of tile state machine. 
When lie found it expedient to nom­ 
inate Roosevelt for tin* governorship 
Lie did so to save Ids party, though ho 
did not like Roosevelt.
